Dear Mayor Cohen: 

I would like to take this opportunity to inform you of 
the quality of Agawam’s youth and its public servants. 

At approximately 6:30 p.m. on July 2, 2001, while 
my husband, my son, and I were eating dinner, our 
house caught fire.

Given that Mr. Broadhurst has always stated his 
dislike of smear tactics or negative campaigning, I 
must question his motives for his letter to the editor on 
the lawsuit pending with the Police Department 
regarding how overtime pay is calculated. 

It is apparent that Mr. Broadhurst does not read the 
local papers, which covered the issue in detail when 
first initiated by Mayor Cohen and then by Mr. 
Magovern. 

In both articles, I stated clearly that I never intend¬ 
ed to be a litigant in a suit against the Town of 
Agawam. When I discovered that my name was 
added to the list of police litigants, I immediately had 
a motion to withdraw made to the courts and I am no 
longer on that list. The Town is aware of that motion 
and my current status. 

In the past, Mr. Broadhurst, you have sent e-mails 
and/or letters to me on different issues. So, I would 
have to assume if your interest was purely informa¬ 
tional, you would have done so in this instance. 

That being said, let me try to clear up, and finally 
put to rest, what has been made to be a complex and 
confusing issues. The Police Union maintains that the 
U.S. Labor Standards Act specifies that college incen¬ 
tives, longevity increments, and other like monies are 
considered to be wages and must be used in com¬ 
puting the hourly rate of overtime compensation. The 
Town has not been following those guidelines. The 
Police Union maintains in light of recent court cases, 
they should have. This issue was brought to the atten¬ 
tion of the Mayor’s office and the lack of response led 
it to the courts. 

The Mayor hired Attorney Robinson to represent 
the city’s interest, who, according to news articles, 
has stated he drafted a brief in response to the suit. 
Apparently, for reasons unknown to Attorney 
Robinson, the Mayor continues to delay, and the brief 
has not been filed. I do not know the reason for the 
delay in responding, but if the Tuckahoe Turf Farm 
issue taught us anything, delays are fraught with trou¬ 
ble.

We should all be involved in 
fighting air pollution 

To the Editor: 

There is a growing interest in reducing the buildup 
of greenhouse gases in the atmosphere. Among the 
most important of these gases is carbon dioxide, a 
mixture of carbon and oxygen which is a major pollu¬ 
tant. 

Most deeply involved with this long-term venture is 
the Nature Conservancy, one of the most important 
conservation organizations on this planet. It is joined 
by its partner organization in Brazil. 

They are linked by a great effort to rebuilt the 
ancient Altantic Forest, which has lost all but seven- 
percent of its former extent to pasture and farming in 
eastern Brazil. There is now a program in progress to 
plant forest trees on this vast open land. 

If successful, this revived forest would (over 100 or 
more years) help reduce the amount of carbon diox¬ 
ide in much of the atmosphere and, hence, result in 
more healthy air for life on Earth. 

But, the main problem was to find the moeny to 
fund the major tracts of land that were formerly part of 
the original Atlantic Forest. 

Fortunately, two large U.S. corporations invested 
over $15 million to purchase the land and launch the 
project. These are General Motors and American 
Electric Power. 


Also, this concept makes carbon valuably monetar¬ 
ily by being stored in trees out of harm’s way for long 
periods and makes such impressively large trees 
much more valuable by being protected and standing 
in all their majesty as lumber. And, such trees often 
live for hundreds of years; we humble human beings 
must bow in deep respect before such noble protec¬ 
tors - our beautiful wild lands. 

Thre are so many other values given by these for¬ 
est giants. The trees inhale carbon dioxide from the air 
in the production of oxygen that all life on the lands 
must have to stay alive. 

They prevent floods by storing water in the mas¬ 
sive, interlocking root systems, especially on steep 
slopes and along reservoirs. Trees increase the value 
of the land as a place to live, and support countless 
birds and animals who call the forest HOME. There 
seems to be no end to the gifts the trees present to all 
of us. 

The Molly Ivins editorial in the Springfield Union 
News of June 29, 2001 describes the battle to save 
old-growth forests from reckless logging as a hopeful 
sign that there is still a good chance for saving our 
Earth. 

But the still-increasing pollution from many sources 
will not soon be reversed. It may be many years 
before we will see noticeable improvemsent, and we 
should all be involved. (Adapted from “The Nature 
Conservancy,” July-August 2001; pages 22-29.)

As a result, a private service had to be called, 
which compounded the amount of time this person 
had to wait for medical help. This friend came to me 
because she knew I was chairman of the former 
Ambulance Fee Study Committee. It was that com¬ 
mittee that made possible the additional town ambu¬ 
lance and funding for the cost of personnel, training, 
materials, etc., at little or no additional cost to the tax¬ 
payers. 

The reason I bring this up is not only because my 
friend and several others have asked me to, but also 
because it is time for all the empty campaign promis¬ 
es and campaign rhetoric to stop. I am a resident of 
Feeding Hills who has, from time to time, needed the 
use of an ambulance. But, more importantly, there are 
thousands more who are being ignored and deprived 
when it comes to public safety in terms of emergency 
medical help. When minutes could decide the fate of 
a stricken person, and often do (especially in the far 
reaches of Feeding Hills), how can any elected official 
- in good conscience - sit by and do nothing when the 
solution is so simple? 

It is my understanding that the firefighters’ union 
and the Fire Chief have stated that all that is needed 
are a couple more fire personnel. I also understand 
that the Fire Chief requested more personnel to oper¬ 
ate the ambulance and fire department, but the 
money was eliminated from the budget by the admin¬ 
istration. Even sillier still is that apparently whenever

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there are not enough personnel available (which hap¬ 
pens often), off-duty personnel are called in to act as 
standbys and are paid a minimum of four hours’ over¬ 
time, even if they stay only 10 minutes. 

If this is true, I would like to know whose brilliant 
idea this was since if we are paying a person a mini¬ 
mum of four hours’ overtime pay for 10 minutes of 
worx why aren't we simply hiring another full-time 
person? It does not take a whole lot of thinking to real¬ 
ize that if would be much better to hire a full-time per¬ 
son for less money than to hire several part-time peo¬ 
ple for a lot more money. Especially when the part- 
lime people may only work for a few minutes and 
make as much as the urgently-needed, full-time per¬ 
son. 

In short, what I am saying is for every elected offi¬ 
cial to insist that something be done and force the 
people responsible for appropriating the money to do 
it, and do it now. I’m sure the people, especially those 
living and getting sick in Feeding Hills, agree com¬ 
pletely with what I am saying. 

So let’s stop the campaign garbage and start doing 
something. And I don’t mean some useless, non-bind¬ 
ing resolution by one or more of the councilors who 
want to use this issue as a re-election campaign 
issue. If you really cared, you should have shown your 
concern a year or so ago when this problem first 
arose. Besides, you don’t need a resolution to tell 
those responsible how you feel and what should be 
done. Simply tell them and do it publicly so they have 
no excuses.

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Council tables 
request for 170-foot 
cell phone tower

Town Council voted 5-3-1 on Monday, August 6th 
to table a zoning change request by Omnipoint, a 
wireless communication corporation. Omnipoint’s 
attorney, Simon Brighenti, represented the company 
at the August 6th public hearing. 

He explained that the request was made so that 
Omnipoint could erect a 170-foot tower off Silver 
Street on a parcel that is not designated for such a 
project. 

Responsive Trucking currently uses part of that 
land. 

The town recently selected several areas through¬ 
out Agawam for the purpose of cell phone towers, but 
Brighenti said those were not acceptable to 
Omnipoint. 

“The reason we want that site has to do with cov¬ 
erage,” Brighenti said. “The other sites would not give 
us the coverage for what we consider acceptable 
service to our customers." 

Omnipoint has towers on Provin Mountain and 
near Six Flags, as well as in areas of West Springfield 
and Springfield. 

Brighenti continued to explain that there are areas 
in Agawam where customers cannot receive service. 

However, Councilor Robert Magovern said he uses 
the company for his cell phone service and he’s never 
had a problem. 

Omnipoint’s request would not only require a zon¬ 
ing change, but special variances from the Board of 
Appeals. 

Some councilors, and others, said allowing the 
changes might set precedence and other companies 
would make similar requests. They also indicated it 
would not be fair to other local businesses or to resi¬ 
dents. 

“I can’t see how putting up a tower where they want 
is reasonable for the town to put up with,” said Kevin 
Blair, a Shoemaker Lane resident. “[Losing cell phone 
service] is an inconvenience, but it doesn’t last long. 
It’s back within five or eight minutes, you go through 
that hole, and you have phone use again.” 

Council vice-president Robert Young recommend¬ 
ed the vote be tabled and requested information from 
Town Solicitor Thomas Locke regarding the matter. 

“One of my concerns is with the 750-foot buffer - 
what will that do to abutters already using the land? 
And since several carriers do not have a problem with 
current limitations, do we have to consider this?” said 
Young. 

Omnipoint is one of six licensed providers of wire¬ 
less communication service in New England. A vote 
on the request is scheduled for the next Council meet¬ 
ing.

Agawam native to participate in AIDS fundraiser

Former Agawam resident Sarah Nacewicz said she 
will ride her bike with an international organization in 
early September, from Montreal, Quebec to Portland, 
Maine to raise money for research for an AIDS vac¬ 
cine. 

Nacewicz, 20, said she initially heard about the ride 
on the radio in March when she was driving home 
from work. 

“The ride itself is put on by a non-profit organization 
named Pallotta Team Works, based out of California,” 
Nacewicz said. “This is the first international ride they 
are holding to raise money for an AIDS vaccine.” 

The ride will take place from September 5th-9th. 

"We will leave Montreal, Quebec and ride for five 
days, 400 miles through Vermont, New Hampshire, 
and Maine to Portland, Maine,” Nacewicz said. 

Each person who joins the ride must agree to raise 
$3,400, and the money raised will go to three teams of 
scientists, as well as paying for the ride itself. 

“We are raising money for three teams of scientists 
to research and develop a vaccine that will prevent 
people from getting AIDS," Nacewicz said. “This kind 
of research is slowly financed by traditional funding.” 

The three teams of scientists involved in the 
research process are Dr. David Ho, who represents 
the Aaron Diamond AIDS Research Center in New 
York; Dr. Rafi Ahmed and his team represent the 
Emory Vaccine Center at Emory University; and Dr. 
Irvin Chen represents the University of California at 
Los Angeles AIDS Institute. 

After Nacewicz heard about the ride, she said she 
went home and visited Pallotta’s website. After doing 
some research of her own, she said she decided this 
was something she wanted to do. 

“I am really doing something to help people around 
the world, and that feels really great,” Nacewicz said. 
“Pallotta Team Works has a great website with lots of

Water resistant and waterproof 

Question: What is the difference between water 
resistant and waterproof? My sunscreen says water¬ 
proof and my friends says that it isn’t really true. 

Answer: Water resistant , when referred to in a 
sunscreen, will only protect your skin for 40 minutes 
when you’re in the water, while waterproof claims to 
protect for approximately 80 minutes. In actuality, no 
sunscreen is waterproof. Starting in December 2002, 
the U.S. Food and Drug Administration regulations will 
require sunscreen manufacturers to use the terms 
“water resistant” or “very water resistant” instead of 
waterproof. 

When buying sun protection products, I always rec¬ 
ommend to look for the words sunscreen or sunblock. 
If you are prone to burning or have sensitive skin, use 
a sunblock instead of a sunscreen. The best products 
will contain zinc oxide or titanium dioxide, which are 
physical sunblocks that cause rays to "bounce off” the 
skin. Sunscreens contain chemical ingredients like 
Parsol 1789 that react with the skin to filer out UV 
rays. It is suggested that when using a chemical- 
based sunscreen, apply two layers 30 minutes before 
clothing, and allow a 20-minute “drying” period 
between applications and exposure. 

It is important to be aware of how much sun expo¬ 
sure you are getting. It is said that the sand reflects 60 
percent of UV rays. This means that if you are sitting 
under an umbrella or a tree, you may still be exposed. 
Other surfaces that reflect sunlight include water, boat 
decks, car windshields, and sidewalks. In winter, snow 
and high elevations are another reason to apply sun¬ 
block. 

Limit sun exposure and avoid the sun when it is 
most intense, between the hours of 10:00 a.m. and

2:00 p.m. Avoid the gradual tanning (where you devel¬ 
op your deep tan a little at a time). This is really no bet¬ 
ter for your skin, it just damages it at a slower rate.

The reward of faith... 

In Psalm 33, we read: The Lord looks down from 
heaven; He sees all humankind. From where He sits 
enthroned He watches all inhabitants of earth - He 
fashions the hearts of them all, and observes their 
deeds. Truly the eye of the Lord is on those who fear 
Him, on those who hope in His steadfast love, to deliv¬ 
er them from death, and to keep them alive in famine. 
Our soul waits for the Lord; He is our help and our 
shield. Our heart is glad in Him, because we trust in 
Him. 


For many of us, these words express the sentiment 
of our hearts, yet in another way, we may find it diffi¬ 
cult to connect them to our daily lives. Is it possible to 
live our lives in such a way that we consistently have 
confidence in the loving care of God towards us, as 
described in Scripture? Fortunately for us, the answer 
is “yes”! 

The key to having this kind of confidence - a confi¬ 
dence which says, along with the songwriter, “It is well 
with my soul” - is faith. Sometimes people mistakenly 
think that faith itself is an objective to be sought; “I’m 
just trying to have faith!” But in reality, faith is like cur¬ 
rency; it is meant to be spent. What is faith, and how 
can we learn to spend it for a better life? 

Now faith is the assurance of things hoped for, the 
conviction of things not seen. Indeed, by faith our 
ancestors received approval. By faith we understand 
that the worlds were prepared by the word of God, so 
that what is seen was made from things that were not 
visible. 

The first thing we see is that faith gives us power to 
believe in something, as well as Someone, we cannot 
see with our eyes. The second thing we see is that 
faith gives us power to be accepted by God, not by 
virtue of what we do, but rather by virtue of who we 
are. The Bible says, See what love the Father has 
given us, that we should be called children of God. 
The third thing we see is that faith gives us power to 
see the world and its creation from God's perspective; 
that the earth is the Lord’s and the fullness thereof; 
and that the Lord is God. It is He that made us; we are 
His people. Keep in mind that in this regard even 
unbelievers or non-religious people exercise faith of 
some sort, since they weren’t around at the dawn of 
creation either. 

The next question we want to consider is how we 
can learn to spend our faith for a better life. The Bible 
provides us specific instructions. While these instruc¬ 
tions are easy to understand, they can be challenging 
to follow, because spending faith is not a natural ten¬ 
dency for us. 

By faith Abel offered to God a more acceptable 
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sacrifice than Cain’s. By faith Noah, warned by God 
about events yet unseen, respected the warning and 
built an ark. By faith Abraham obeyed God when he 
was called to set out for a place he was to receive as 
an inheritance; by faith he stayed fora time in the land 
he had been promised, as in a foreign land, living in 
tents. By faith he received power of procreation, even 
though he was too old. 

In the lives of Abel, Noah, and Abraham, we see 
people who struggle with different sets of circum¬ 
stances, but use the same tool to address those chal¬ 
lenges they faced: faith. They used their faith in exact¬ 
ly the same way, which is to say they exercised it, or 
spent it. The old rule of “use it or lose it” applies to 
faith. 

In Abel’s case, the challenge was to offer religious 
sacrifices in a way that God prescribed. Even today, 
we see people objecting to the fact that God has indi¬ 
cated how He should be worshipped; they think that 
they should be able to do whatever they please. 
However, we would do well to keep in mind that we are 
not merely considering how we want to express our¬ 
selves, we are thinking about the way God says He 
should be approached, as Abel did, spending his faith. 

Noah spent his faith when he received, and acted 
upon, God’s warning about a pending flood. It took 
Noah about 100 years to build the ark. The ark was 
huge. Noah’s neighbors had to see him building it; 
most likely Noah was ridiculed far and wide as he built 
a boat in the middle of the desert. Noah told the oth¬ 
ers, but they wouldn’t listen. They perished for their 
lack of faith. 

Abraham spent a lifetime spending his faith. It was¬ 
n’t easy, but he did it. First, he left the comforts of 
home, because God told him to. Time and time again, 
Abraham was challenged to rely upon the wisdom of 
this world, but as he spent his faith he found it build¬ 
ing over time. 

Abel, Noah, and Abraham had more than faith in 
faith; they had faith in God. God is always the object of 
true faith. They also learned to spend their faith. As 
they spent their faith, they found that God replenished 
it. They looked beyond this temporal world to the eter¬ 
nal world. People of faith desire a better country, that 
is, a heavenly one. Therefore, God is not ashamed to 
be called “their God’’; indeed, He has prepared a city 
for them. And that is the ultimate reward of faith.

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What is “indigent”? 

Question: I want to file in Hampden Probate Court 
a Complaint for Divorce by myself because I do not 
have the money to hire an attorney, but I was told that 
unless I was “indigent” that I had to pay the $110 filing 
fee, and then hire a sheriff to serve the divorce papers 
on my spouse. What does “indigent” mean? 

Answer: Mass. General Laws Chapter 261, 
Section 27A, gives three definitions of the word “indi¬ 
gent.” According to one of these definitions, “indigent” 
means “...a person whose income, after taxes, is 
125% or less of the current poverty threshold annual¬ 
ly established by the Community Services 
Administration...” The “Chief Justice of the Supieme 
Judicial Court prescribed an ‘affidavit of indigency 
form pursuant to Mass. General Laws Chapter 261, 
Section 27B,” which follows the language of this defi¬ 
nition. 

You will also be required to complete a 
“Supplement to the Affidavit of Indigency” and your 
financial statement. The forms are preprinted and are 
available for public use and presentation to the court 
when you file your complaint for divorce, in lieu of pay¬ 
ment of the $110 filing fee. A requst can also be made 
to waive the payment of the sheriff’s fee for service. 

A determination of indigency is made by computing 
your actual income to a chart established by the 
Federal Register establishing the poverty threshold 
per size of family unit. The clerks of the various 
Probate Court are aware of the existence of the indi¬ 
gency standards which are to be used with the affi¬ 
davit of indigency form and will assist you in this com¬ 
putation when you are ready to file your complaint for 
divorce.

Patients in chronic pain are dissatisfied with the 
efficacy of their prescription and over-the-counter 
(OTC) pain control medications. Seventy-eight per¬ 
cent are willing to try new treatments, and 43 percent 
would spend more on a treatment if they knew it would 
work, according to a national U.S. survey commis¬ 
sioned by Partners Against Pain, an educational pro¬ 
gram sponsored by Purdue Pharma. 

The survey of more than 1,000 people revealed 
that two-thirds (66 percent) of the surveyed pain 
patients said their OTC pain medication is not com¬ 
pletely or very effective. In addition, of those that rely 
on prescription drugs, 52 percent said the therapies 
are not completely effective or very effective. 

“Pain is a serious public health problem for patients 
and the physicians who care for them. When inade¬ 
quately treated, pain interferes with patients’ quality of 
life,” stated Kathleen Foley, M.D., professor and neu¬ 
rologist at Memorial Sloan-Kettering Cancer Center 
and Partners Against Pain advisor. 

Partners Against Pain commissioned the survey of 
more than 1,000 people to identify the scope of pain 


management. According to the National Institutes of 
Health, pain costs Americans more than $100 billion 
each year in health care costs and lost productivity. 

“Physicians are patients need to understand that 
pain can be managed,” said Dr. Foley. “Physicians 
must determine the severity and frequency of their 
patients’ pain experience to prescribe the most appro¬ 
priate and effective pain management regimen. Pain 
treatment needs to be individualized. 

While many aspects of daily living are affected by 
pain, interference with sleeping ranked first with a 
majority of surveyed patients (56 percent). They also 
reported that pain affects their overall mood (51 per¬ 
cent), ability to drive (30 percent), ability to have sex¬ 
ual relations (28 percent), and ability to feed them¬ 
selves (seven percent). 

In their search for relief, many chronic pain patients 
reported extensive efforts. On average, they have 
seen three physicians for their pain and have taken 
3.7 different kinds of prescription medications as part 
of their pain treatment. Those who suffer from severe 
or constant pain traveled far for help, with more than 
20 percent of surveyed patients traveling 51 miles or 
more for treatment.

My wife, Mary Ellen (Mellon), and I have been co¬ 
authors of a book about life with our second child, 
Julia Gene. We’ve chosen to share our story of love 
with you each week over these past few months. Only 
a few chapters remain. We last wrote about stopping 
to purchase flowers prior to our private viewing at the 
funeral home. Our five year-old, Kevin - when asked 
what to put on the card - replied, “You’ll be with us and 
well be with you, always!” 

Chapter Ten: AN INTIMATE 
EVENING TOGETHER (part one) 

Mon. - Day 14 (the day of the memorial service): 
After leaving the flower shop, yet before arriving at 
the funeral home, I recall having a very difficult con¬ 
versation early in the morning. For the past two 
weeks, I took it upon myself to be the conduit (so to 
speak) between both our families to painstakingly 
inform them of Julia’s condition and ours. I kept Mellon 
in touch with what I had communicated to them and 
what they had asked me to communicate to her on 
their behalf. Both families respected this arrangement, 
despite their desire to directly communicate with 
Mellon. Even though this put some additional pressure 
on me, I accepted this challenge and supported 
Mellon’s need to heal and rest without having to han¬ 
dle” both families. 

Each family resided in Brooklyn, New York, only 
some 10 blocks or so away from one another. My fam¬ 
ily lived on the “other” side of the subway tracks in 
Sunset Park. Mellon's family nested comfortably in 
the “better” neighborhood, known as Bay Ridge. The 
two families only came together on two occasions 
prior to our wedding: one was for an informal backyard 
engagement party, and the other was the wedding 
rehearsal the night before. 

Even during these two gatherings, not all of her 13- 
member family (her father was recently deceased), 
nor all of my eight members, were in the same space 
at the same time. It wasn’t until our wedding itself that 
all the “cast of characters' were present. With such a 
large cast and facing the difficult challenges of our cir¬ 
cumstances. I thought it best - and Mellon agreed - to 
limit my initiated contact with the two families during 
these weeks to two people: her mom and my mom. 

Each day since the birth, I called Mary (Mellon’s 
mom) and my mom, at least once a day. The climax, 
of course, was when I contacted each of them 
Saturday morning to inform them that Julia had died. 
After sufficient planning, I informed each of them of 
the preliminary plans and suggested that they each 
contact the funeral director for the specific plans and 
options for hotels in the immediate area. We planned 
on a common viewing Monday evening with a brief

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memorial service. Tuesday morning would be the bur¬ 
ial service, followed by a meal at a local restaurant. 

By mid-morning, I had heard from my family. All but 
one brother was going to attend. My grandmother, 
several uncles, cousins, and my aunt would also be 
attending. I even received a call from both my sister 
and my aunt (who were sensitive enough to call, ask¬ 
ing if it were okay to bring their newborn). We whole¬ 
heartedly accepted and welcomed their presence. 

We had not, however, heard from Mellon’s family 
about their plans for attending. So, Mellon called her 
older brother, Paul, who lived in Philadelphia. To our 
surprise, he had not only not heard of our daily 
updates through his mom, but most importantly, had 
not heard of Julia’s death and subsequent plans. He 
was very upset with his mom for not communicating 
this news. He called back shortly after their conversa¬ 
tion to inform us that his mom had not told the other 
siblings of our plans and their invitation to participate 
in our memorial service. 

Paul informed us that he would not be able to pick 
up his two sisters (who also wanted to come) until 
very early Tuesday morning. They would drive up to 
attend the burial service. We were happy to hear this. 

It appeared to us that Mary had not told anyone of 
Julia’s death, nor of our invitation. We felt very disap¬ 
pointed and sad that she and others would not be with 
us for the memorial service. 

We couldn’t understand why Mary chose not to tell 
anyone, or at least communicate to us, that she would 
have been more comfortable if we would inform every¬ 
one. Perhaps Mary had kept this quiet, as she may 
have wanted us to do the same. We would go on with 
our day, not knowing!

Richard Dreyfuss is one of the film industry’s most 
bankable a id rel able actors. Although he has been 
continuous v underrated throughout his career, I have 
selected some films that span three decades of his 
marvelous work, proving there really js much to “fuss” 
over regarcing this versatile actor. 

* “The Goodbye Girl”: 1977. Rated PG. 

Based upon a story by the criticali'y acclaimed Neil 
S ;mon, this mmantic film tells the story about a couple 
wno reluctantly wand up li ving together in the same 
New York City apartment. Dreyfuss stars with Marsha 
Mason as the unlikely pair 

The film is best described as intri guing. Instead of 
scarfing out with the Typical "boy meets girt’ formula, 
Simon and director Herbert Ross ensures originality 
by making the couples initial: union »ess than harmo¬ 
nious. This device grabs the audience’s attention tight¬ 
ly Consequently, as the couple’s realtionship blos¬ 
soms, so does audience involvment. 

it is important to note, however, that in a film such 
as this (where drama is the critical and main ingredi¬ 
ent), acting is of the utmost importance. If the viewer 
does not believe in the characters, the firm is com¬ 
pletely devoid of any type of significant impact on its 
audience, no matter how cleverly the story is execut¬ 
ed. Well, rest assured that Dreyfuss and Mason deliv¬ 
er absolutely impeccable performances. making the 
fusion of characters and any plot devices a complete 
success. 

Dreyfuss won an Oscar for his remarkable display 
of talent in this film, creaung- some appropriate icing 
on what was abeady a remarkably delicious cake. 
One thing is for certain - you won’t v/vant to say good¬ 
bye to “The Goodbye Girl! 4 STARS. 

* “Always”: 1989. Rated PG. 

Richard Dreyfuss again teams with Steven 
Spielberg (“Jaws," “Close Encounters of the Third 
Kind”) in this extremely cramatic taie about an arro¬ 
gant firefighting pilot who returns from the dead as an 
angel to mentor a young man who also wants to be a 
pilot. Brilliant photography and stellar acting highlight 
this 1989 charmer. 

What stands out the most in this film is the now- 
apparent versatility of Dreyfuss, who plays a spirit for 
much of the film. Partnered with other notable talents 
such as Holly Hunter, John Goodman, Audrey 
Hepburn (sadly, her final film); and Marg 
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Helgenberger, Dreyfuss proves he can play just about 
any role convincingly. 

Also worth mentioning is the grandiose production 
value of the film. Granted, many of you have come to 
expect this type of movie-making from Spielberg, but 
keep in mind that this film is clearly a drama. There are 
no larger-than-life creatures, sharks, dinosaurs, or 
aliens here. This is a straight, by-the-numbers produc¬ 
tion that relies only on its cast to entertain and not 
special effects hype that is commonly used to mask 
mediocre acting and production value. 

In this day and age, where computers have 
changed the face of movie-making in terms of extrav¬ 
agant visuals, "Always” proves that it is incredibly 
refreshing to see the raw, unadulterated talents of 
everyone involved behind and in front of the camera. 
For this reason alone, I suspect that “Always” will be a 
part of film heritage ... always! 4 STARS. 

* “What About Bob?”: 1991. Rated PG. 


Richard Dreyfuss again displays his versatility in 
this hilarious comedy about a psychologist and his 
less-than-stable patient. Comedy verteran Bill Murray 
stars as Bob (the obsessive patient of Dreyfuss’ doc¬ 
tor) and brings nuances to the role that only he could 
manage. 

This film is curious initially because of the unlikely 
pairing of Dreyfuss and Murray. Once the two actors 
come together in the film, it is clear that the chemistry 
is surprisingly right. Then the story begins to unfold. 
When the doctor goes on vacation, he is looking for¬ 
ward to a nice, quiet rest at his lakefront home. Little 
does he know that his new patient - who has been to 
a myriad of other psychologists - has taken a liking to 
him especially. So much so, that he decides to go to 
the doctor’s house uninvited. This is when the 
comedic values in the film begin to shine. 

Dreyfuss is perfect as the beleagured doctor who 
must spend the film trying to get rid of his new patient. 
When his family begins to become attached to Bob, 
Dreyfuss displays his best acting at this time by bring¬ 
ing a specific balance of conceit and annoyance to his 
character. The results are side-splittingly funny as we 
watch his pitifully organized life thrown into disarray by 
the visiting Bob. 

It is rare to find a comedy that holds its humor until 
the film’s end. Instead of becoming bored after the first 
hour, you will probably be wiping the tears of laughter 
from your eyes. It really is that funny! 

Dreyfuss’ full comedic talent comes to a head in 
“What About Bob?" How about that? 4 STARS.

“The Food 
Dude”

Various recipes using green beans... 

Hi, I’m John Walters - the “Food Dude.” Be sure to 
listen to my radio show every week. 

In regard to green beans, I like them done southern 
style and cooked with smoked pork hocks and brown 
sugar. I recently had them done Middle Eastern style. 
At Cafe Lebanon, they are called louvie. 

Here is a way to recreate them. Snip and clean 1 
LB of green beans. Now, in your saute pan, place 6 
cloves of garlic (chopped fine) and 6 Roma tomatoes 
(seeded and chopped fine). Start by sauteing them in 
4 TB olive oil. Now, add 1/4 C minced onion. Season 
with salt and pepper. 

Cook the beans until just softened. Now, add a Tsp 
of mint (only use fresh and chopped fine). The Italian 
in me savors the beans done this way. To make ’em 
southern style, you snip and clean them, then put 
them in a pot with 1/4 LB salt pork that has been 
cooked down. Add 1/2 C chopped onion and a 
smoked hock (or a slice of very smoky ham). Then, a 
splash of Worchestershire, a splash of red hot sauce, 
and a 1/2 C of white wine or beer. Simmer ‘til beans 
are tender. You serve these with BBQ ribs and corn- 
bread. 

The southern style beans lend themselves to the 
bigger and thicker green beans. Here are a couple 
more dishes where the southern and Middle Eastern 
seem to come together. 

Down home, we have a dish called “Hoppin John"; 
that’s black-eyed peas and cooked rice done togeth¬ 
er. Yes, we cook this with a smoked hock, too. Smoked 
pork hocks are used to flavor without adding too much 
meat. You can do this in a slow cooker. The beans and 
the hocks go in the cooker. Season with hot sauce, 
salt, and black pepper. You can feel free to add garlic 
and onion to this dish, too. 

After the beans spend all day in the pot, you cook 
rice when you come home, and (on that bed of rice) 
you pour on the black-eyed peas. At 90 Meat Outlet 
on Avocado Street in Springfield, they sell smoked 
shoulders; I ask them to slice them on the saw in one- 
inch thick pieces and use them instead of the hocks. 
At the Cafe Lebanon, they cook lentils and rice 
together and season them up. (It’s truly a small world.) 

At the Agawam Public Market, you can get smoked 
pork chops. Good golly, Miss Molly ... these are a real 
treat! Do yourself a favor; get some of them at the 
Market and make “Hoppin John” and green beans for 
supper. 

Some people are afraid to try new things. I’m telling 
you, go to Springfield and try Nadim’s Cafe Lebanon. 
You will not be disappointed. You will find that all 
cuisines seem to come together at some point. 

By the way, it’s a bit of a drive to Southampton, but 
go through Westfield, take Routes 10/202, and try 
Chad’s Outpost restaurant. They have the most outra¬ 
geous omelettes anywhere. I ate a Vulture omelette 
(not vulture meat, silly; it’s the size). Check them out. 
Or, for lunch, have a “Southampton Junior.” 

Remember, it’s not what you’re eating, it’s whom 
you’re dining with.

Aiming the ball & visualization 

After teeing up, stand behind the ball and select an 
object such as a small tuft of grass on your intended 
line of flight. This should be between two and four feet 
in front of the ball. Position the clubface behind the 
ball and aim through the line you have selected. Your 
feet are then aligned parallel to this line. 

By concentrating on your ‘marker,’ or whatever, you 
will not be thinking about possible hazards ahead 
and, therefore, your address position should be just 
right for a decent drive. When you are waiting by the 
first tee, try and relax as much as possible; tension 
will lead to terrible shots. 

A good way of relaxing before a round is by warm¬ 
ing-up. This does not have to be too strenuous and 
the following exercise is quite simple. Put a club 
behind your back, hold it between your elbows and 
turn 90 degrees on the backswing, and then 90 
degrees on the follow-through.

The Ranch Golf Club, a spectacular 7,147-yard golf 
course amidst the charm of an historic New England 
farm, is now open. This 18-hole championship caliber 
course is located in the picturesque countryside. The 
course is designed with a mixture of open meadows, 
woodlands, creeks, and a dash of wetlands. Old 
Hickory is the name of the first hole, a par five, fol¬ 
lowed by Kellog Brook (par four), Deer Run (par four), 
Firepond (par four), Glacier (par five), all the way 
through to hole 18, called Overlook, a par four.
